WASHINGTON, D. C.. March 17.— 
Though government officials refused 
to comment on the German situation 
today, it is admitted in other au­ 
thoritative quarters that the seisure 
of power in Berlin by the reactionary 
forces who executed the coup d’etat 
against the Ebert government 
did 
not come altogether as a surprise to 
the American government. Confiden­ 
tial information has for some time 
convinced officials here that 
the 
Junker, militaristic and imperialistic 
reactionary elements 
in 
Germany 
have been secretly intriguing to start 
a counter revolution at the first fa­ 
vorable opportunity. The overt act 
at Berlin was anticipated. What the 
officials are now most anxious to 
know is whether the overthrow will 
be temporary and abortive or wheth­ 
er it will be successful. 
If the new revolution fails of suc­ 
cess it is confidently expected here 
that at some more favorable oppor­ 
tunity the reactionaries will make 
the attempt again. If the counter 
revolution is successful,, the 
next 
move, it is expected here, may be a 
joint alliance with Soviet Russia 
agains the Entente powers, possibly 
leading to a combination of Berlin 
and Moscow with the Turkish Na­ 
tionalist and Pan Turanian move­ 
ments. 
Believe Ludetidorff in Moscow. 
American officials 
are satisfied 
that the report which came through 
news channels last week to the effect 
that General Von Ludendorff 
has 
passed through Finland with a staff 
of German officers enroute into So­ 
viet Russia was based on actual 
facts. It has not been fully verified 
through intelligence channels that 
Ludendorff is in Moscow, but there 
has been one from another source 
which is believed by officials there. 
Officials do know that the Ger­ 
man general staff has been main­ 
taining an echelon of officers in 
Moscow for some time, and there is 
no doubt here that these have been 
at work on military plans for the 
Soviet leaders. Trotzky, it is be­ 
lieved, has been getting credit for 
strategic successes won with German 
staff advice. 
It is believed here that the entry 
of Ludendorff into Soviet Russia is 
linked up with negotiations between 
German reactionaries and Lenin and 
Trotzky, with a view to a joint al­ 
liance in the interest of Germany 
and Soviet Russia and with the ul­ 
timate view of opposing the Entente 
militarily. 
The belief is held here that Lu­ 
dendorff has gone to Moscow to 
take over charge of the actual direc­ 
tion of this work. 
The present serious aspects of the 
Turkish situation are believed, in 
well informed circles here, to be the 
result of actions timed to synchron­ 


ize with the plans for a German 
coup d'etat this spring. The effect 
of the Turkish developments has 
been to divert the attention of the 
Allies toward the Near East at a 
time when the military situation on 
the west front would be affected by 
internal conditions in Germany. 
Enver Pasha is known to have 
been in Berlin recently in conference 
with German leaders. He has been 
active in promoting Armenian mas­ 
sacres and in planning spread of 
the Pan-Turanian movement of the 
Turkish Nationalists. 
Gormans Count on Allied Biffcimices 
Information reaching Washington 
is to the effect that the reactionaries 
in Prussia have interpreted the pres­ 
ent moment as being one of distrust 
and disruption between the Entente 
Allies and for that reason favorable 
to German reactionary plans. Some

be interpreting in their own favor at 
this time are: 
First—The failure of the supreme 
council to persuade Holland to sur­ 
render the ex-kalser for trial, and 
the effects in Germany of the de­ 
mand of the Allies for surrender of 
the German war culprits for trial. 
Second—The failure of the Ameri­ 
can senate to ratify the treaty of 
Versailles and the fact that the Uni­ 
ted States is not only not in the 
league of nations but there is little 
prospect now that this country will

Third—The industrial situation in 
France, Italy and England, and the

Fifth—The signs of friction in the

Seventh—The failure of the Allies 
and America to reach a satisfactory 
settlement with Italy on the Adriatic 
question. 
Eighth— Failure of the senate to 
ratify the treaty of defense by which 
France would be safeguarded against 
unprovoked attack by Germany.

During his second administration success was im­ 
possible. The times were out of joint, and for four long years 
Cleveland endured the ordeal later endured by Taft, who was 
president at a time 
when the wisest and best of the sons of 
men could not avoid disaster. 
* : 
No other president was ever tested in the same way that 
Cleveland was tested in the nineties. He escaped the fate of 
Lincoln and Wilson, who were tried in the fiery crucible of 
jvar. But they faced fate with marching legions behind them 
and with the hot blood of patriotism leaping to the nation’s 
call. 
There was no bugle note to cheer the followers of 
Grover Cleveland—nothing but the stern and deathless voice 
of duty driving him on to ceaseless battle, while a world 
groaned amid a wrreck of financial chaos and every demagog 
in America sought to win political advantage by accusing 
Grover Cleveland. 
It was a fight no man could win. He was unable to still 
the waves of the tempest, but behind the storm that moaned 
its hate for him and all that he stood for, he maintained 
the course of a man. He stood true to the laws and ideals of 
the nation, he stood for the constitutionality of the old con­ 
stitution, he stood for the undying truth of the old maxim:
